To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com.mittee, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  once  again  in  submitting  to  you  my 
.Annual  Report. 

The  statistical  data  on  the  following  pages  call  for 
little  comment,  our  rates  of  mortality  and  sickness  are  very 
much  in  line  with  those  for  the  whole  country.  There  is  a 
surprising  fall  in  the  Registrar's  figure  of  total  population 
which  shows  a fall  of  ^00  compared  with  i960.  One  is  not  aware 
of  any  m.ass  exodus  from  the  district  and  it  may  well  be  that 
the  i960  figure,  being  extracted  from  the  1951  census  v/as  inf- 
lated. One  would  expect  the  population  to  increase  slov/ly 
in  future,  particularly  in  those  parts  nearest  to  York  and  on 
bus  routes.  Claypenny  hospital  is  likely  to  expand  to  5OO  beds 
and  the  staff  ratio  to  improve,  particularly  when  it  becomes  a 
training  school.  Further  development  in  the  township  may  v;ell 
gravely  overload  our  already  inadequate  sewage  v/orks. 

Somie  public  feelings  v;ere  expressed  during  the  year  at  the 
complete  lack  of  County  Council  provided  accommodation  for  aged 
people  within  the  area  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  addition  to  our  own 
scheme  of  bungalows  with  warden  service,  some  accommodation  will 
be  provided  to  serve  this  southern  corner  of  the  Riding.

All  the  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  at  Claypenny  Hospital 
and  constitute  the  tail  end  of  an  epidemic  prevalent  in  I96O.  Cases  of  abortus 
fever  come  to  notice  from  time  to  time  and  point  to  the  all  too  prevalent  presence 
of  this  infection  in  milk  cattle.  Pasteurisation  of  milk  is  a complete  safeguard 
to  the  general  population  but  the  farm  worker  who  takes  home  from  work  his  supply 
of  milk  unpasteurised  is  particularly  liable  to  be  the  weak  link  in  this  safeguard. 
Conversely  the  farm  worker  may  be  the  source  of  infection  of  a T.T.  herd  with  tub- 
erculosis. The  annual  visits  of  the  M.M.P.  Unit  to  the  country  villages  could  v>rell 
be  more  extensively  patronised  by  farm  workers. 
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GENERAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  area  is  essentially  agricultural  and  whilst  employment 
on  the  land  is  a major  activity  local  employment  exists  in  the 
hospital  service,  the  district  contains  a large  hospital  for 
mentally  subnormal  people,  a cottage  hospital  and  a Cheshire  Home. 
Service  families  stationed  in  the  area  constitute  a good  proportion 
of  the  \\?hole  population,  ‘and  there  is  some  daily  exodus  from  the 
District  both  to  the  City,  to  a rapidly  grov/ing  poultry  'factory' 
in  one  adjacent  area,  and  to  a large  engineering  works  in  another. 

HOUSING. 


The  record  of  the  Council  in  providing  houses  is  good,  but  as 
the  vraiting  list  remains  stubbornly  over  200  some  further  provision 
is  required.  During  the  year  the  Council  considered  carefully  a 
scheme  for  bungalows  for  aged  people  in  Easingv^old  to  serve  the 
whole  area,  with  a warden  service  subsidised  by  the  County  Council, 
and  plans  were  prepared  with  preliminary  site  v/orks.  This  scheme 
should  bear  fruit  in  I962  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  benefit  of  this 
provision  will  enormously  increase  the  wellbeing  of  the  aged,  but 
also  release  some  accom'  odation  for  younger  peorle  in  need  of  houses 
in  the  area.  It  is  likely  also  in  the  near  future  that  there  will 
be  some  overspill  from  York  into  the  area  as  building  land  round 
the  City  becomes  more  difficult  to  find,  and  pri^^ate  enterprise  may 
v/ell  develop  sites  here,  v/here  individuals  would  find  that  difficul- 
ties vidth  necessary  services  prevent  development. 

The  generous  operation  of  the  Grant  Schemes  for  renovation  of 
old  property  has  continued  during  the  year  vdth  good  resiilts. 

-^ATER  SUPPLIES. 


Adequate  supplies  of  v/ater  are  available,  of  good  quality  but 
somewhat  deficient  in  fluorides,  A higher  concentration  of  fluoride 
would  have  a beneficial  effect  on  children's  teeth  in  the  district. 
During  the  year  the  Syedale  Board  took  over  completely  the  supply  of 
v/ater  in  the  district,  and  apart  from  collection  of  water  rates  v/hich 
are  likely  to  rise  considerably  the  council  will  only  be  directly  con- 
cerned v/ith  the  checking  of  purity. 

SEVIERAGS  AND  SIA/AGE  DISPOSAL. 

Again  a year  has  passed  without  any  material  improvement  in  prov- 
ision of  works.  Planning  progress  in  respect  of  Nowton-upon-Cuse 
and  Yearsley  was  made  and  a start  on  these  schemes  should  be  possible 
in  1962.  Steps  were  taken  to  procure  a cesspool  emptier  which  should 
relieve  those  householders  who  rely  on  small  septic  tanks  of  some 
difficulty.

It  v/ill  be  seen  from  the  table  above  that  the  record  of  immunisation 
remains  highly  satisfactory.  It  is  becoming  quite  rare  to  find  un-immunised 
children.  During  the  closing  days  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  smallpox 
occurred  in  Bradford  and  there  was  a rush  by  a considerable  number  of  people 
to  seek  vaccination  as  a panic  measure.  Our  ambulance  drivers  are  vaccinated 
annually  in  view  of  the  special  risk  they  run  in  an  outbreak,  and  provided 
nurses,  doctors,  public  health  inspectors  etc.  have  periodic  vaccination, 
the  occurrence  of  smallpox  should  be  controlled  by  intensive  contact  visiting 
and  vaccination.  There  is  always  the  risk  that  when  mass  vaccination  is 
carried  out  the  dangers  of  vaccination  are  greater  than  those  of  contracting 
the  disease. 


During  the  year  triple  vaccine  became  generally  used  in  the  area  giving 
protection  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus  v^ith  a welcome 
reduction  in  the  number  of  injections.  The  use  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
will  further  reduce  the  nujTiber  of  unpleasant  ordeals  suffered  by  the  infants. 
Although  supplies  of  Salk  vaccine  became  very  curtailed  during  the  latter  half 
of  1961  the  waiting  list  will  soon  be  eliminated  by  using  the  new  oral  vaccine. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  apart  from  two  cases  of  polio  in  unvaccinated 
children  in  1958  no  case  has  occurred  since  the  scheme  began  in  1956. 
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Domestic  Help  Service. 


This  service  is  organised  throughout  the  Bulraer  Area  from  the 
Health  Office  at  Easingwold.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  provide 
the  extension  of  this  service  to  include  the  Fajuily  Help  Service 
i.e.  where  a help  is  employed  to  take  over  all  domestic  duties  in 
the  absence  of  the  sick  wife,  nor  is  a night  sitter  service  provided 
as  in  the  case  in  more  densely  populated  areas. 


Applicants  for  domestic  help  agree  to  pay  the  full  charge  of 
4/-  per  hour  or  are  assessed  according  to  means.  Domiciliary  Con- 
finement cases  take  priority,  but  the  bulk  of  cases  helped  are  aged 
and  chronic  sick  persons.

The  National  Assistance  Board  contribute  5/-  v/here  the  applicauit  is 
in  receipt  of  a supplementary  allowance  and  this  sum  is  then  paid  to 
the  County  Council  weekly. 


Health  Education. 

Considerable  use  is  made  of  posters  and  other  printed  material 
•and  much  is  done  in  day  to  day  teaching  by  health  visitors,  nurses 
and  others.  Use  is  also  made  of  the  film  strip  projector  and  film 
projector.  In  our  publicity  concerning  smoking  and  cancer  of  the, 
lung  our  efforts  are  as  nothing  compared  v/ith  the  sales  promotion  of 
the  cigarette  manufacturers. 


Care  Committee. 


The  Bulmer  Area  Committee  is  reimbursed  expenditure  from  County  Council 
funds  up  to  a maximum  of  £10.  0.  0.  per  1,000  population. 

Hitherto  its  main  function  v/as  to  assist  cases  of  tuberculosis,  later 
its  scope  was  enlarged  to  include  all  cases  of  illness.  Monetary  grants  are 
not  made  but  help  with  food,  clothes  and  fuel  and  in  other  ways  is  available 
to  those  in  need. 


A considerable  extension  of  activity  occurred  in  the  field  of  chiropody. 
Miss.  L.  Birkinshaw  was  appointed  on  a part-time  seasonal  basis  and  later  in 
the  year  Mr.  Reader-Parkes,  appointed  by  the  County  Council  becam.e  available 
in  addition.

A 
charge  of  2/-  for  treatment  is  made  but  this  is  waived  when  the  sole  income 
is  from  the  old  age  pension  and  National  Assistance. 

The  service  is  highly  appreciated  and  v/ill  grow.  In  many  cases  val- 
uable help  is  given  by  volunteers  acting  as  local  secretaries  and  in  trans- 
porting old  people  from  home  to  the  nearest  clinic,  and  further  help  in  this 
field  would  be  most  v;elcome.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Easingwold  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  I96I. 

V;ith  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Brandsby-cum-Stearsby  v/hich 
is  mainly  served  by  an  old”  privately  ovmed  piped  supply  and  some  out- 
lying houses  and  farms  having  private  supplies  the  District  has  been 
V7ell  supplied  with  water  from  Public  Mains. 

The  shortage  of  suitably  situated  tips  is  a handicap,  as  all  re- 
fuse must  be  carried  to  either  Crankley  or  Tholthorpe,  necessitating 
extra  travelling  and  some  wasted  time. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  provision  of  modern 
sewers  and  sev/age  disposal  works  in  those  villages  where  sewers  are 
urgently  needed  and  where  the  copious  water  supply  cannot  bo  used  to 
best  advantage  because  of  the  lack  of  sev/erage. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Nev/ton-upon-Ouse  sewerage  scheme  v;ill  be  in 
hand  or  even  completed  in  I962. 

Steady  progress  made  in  the  provision  of  h'ater  Closets  to  replace 
Earth  Closets  continues,  given  impetus  by  the  provision  of  Standard  and 
Improvement  Grants. 

VJater  Supply  - Public  Mains. 

The  v/ater  supply  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  All 
the  water  supplied  through  the  public  mains  is  chlorinated.  During  the 
year  the  water  undertaking  passed  into  the  control  of  the  Ryedale  Joint 
Water  Board. 

101  samples  of  vater  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  ^8  were  of  chlorinated  water  from  the  public  mains  and  53 
of  the  raw  water  before  chlorination.  The  Analyst  reported  all  except 
3 of  the  chlorinated  samples  as  satisfactory,  27  of  the  raw  vrater  samples 
as  unsatisfactory. 

Private  Supplies. 


16  samples  v;ere  taken  from  private  supplies  and  of  these  3 were 
reported  as  unsatisfactory.

Of  the  8 houses  erected  end  completed  by  the  Local  .mthority  in  I96I, 
h v/ere  in  Alne,  2 in  Myton-on-Swale  and  2 in  Husthwaite. 

11  houses  have  been  discontinued  as  dwellings  as  a result  of  action 
taken  under  the  Housing  Acts.  The  need  for  new  houses  remains  at  approx- 
imately 220. 
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Public  Cle-"insing 


The  two  dual-tip  refuse  vehicles  have  given  good  service  apart  from 
some  mechanical  trouble  to  one  of  them.  Their  larger  capacity  is  partly 
offset  by  the  increase  in  numbers  of  premises  from  which  refuse  is  coll- 
ected and  by  the  sheer  bulk  of  the  materials  collected.  Modern  methods 
of  packaging  and  increasing  use  of  tins,  jars  and  plastic  materials  have  not 
eased  the  problems  of  disposal. 

Collections  are  carried  out  at  approximately  10  day  intervals  through- 
out the  whole  district.  Hospitals,  schools  and  Linton  R.A.F.  Station  have  a 
v/eekly  collection. 

Two  tips  are  in  use:  the  tip  at  Crankley  has  been  partly  covered  with 
soil  to  reclaim  the  land  which  is  now  in  agricultural  use. 

The  lack  of  a well  equipped  vehicle  shed  and  a suitable  central  depot 
for  the  accommodation  of  all  vehicles  and  equipment  for  refuse  collection 
and  disposal,  sev/erage  maintenance  etc.,  is  not  conducive  to  satisfactory 
service.  Ample  space  giving  room  for  extension  should  be  aimed  at  in  con- 
sidering a site. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Negotiations  were  still  in  progress  with  regard  to  sewerage  schemes 
for  Huby  and  Sutton-on-the-Forest , Crayke,  Flawith  and  Yearsley  at  the  close 
of  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  I962  will  see  a start  on  at  least  some  of 
these  schemes. 

The  work  of  laying  sev/ers  at  Newton-upon-Ouse  is  expected  to  commence 
early  in  I962. 

Easingwold. 

Easingwold  Sev/age  Disposal  Works,  constructed  in  1939 » ^^re  having  to 
cope  with  a much  increased  flow  of  sewage  due  to  new  house  building,  the  new 
large  school  and  enlargement  of  the  Mental  Institution  at  Claypenny.  In 
addition  many  earth  closets  have  been  converted  to  water  closets  in  older 
propafcties.  Overloading  occurs  whenever  there  is  any  substantial  rainfall. 

New  scumboards  ha.ve  been  fitted  to  all  tanks,  two  sludge  beds  have 
been  re-constructed  and  many  minor  works  of  improvement  carried  out. 

Enlargement  of  the  works  by  provision  of  another  bacteria  (or  "filter") 
bed  and  increased  accommodation  for  sludge  drying  should  be  regarded  as 
urgent. 

If  those  parts  of  Easingwold  where  sev/age  is  not  properly  treated  were 
to  be  included  in  a scheme  enlargement  of  the  works  would  have  to  be  carried 
out. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 


All  meat  and  food  inspection  is  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  There  are  six  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the 
District,  these  being  used  by  12  butchers.  The  appended  table  gives 
det.-ils  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  there  during  the  year; 

839  visits  being  made  by  the  Inspectors  for  this  purpose. 

Liver  fluke,  despite  its  tortuous  life  history,  continues  to  flourish 
and  results  in  much  direct  loss  by  condemnation  of  affected  liver  and  also 
there  must  be  some  loss  of  condition  of  the  animal  generally. 

Cysticercus  Bovis  was  found  on  two  occasions,  in  one  case  only  v/as 
refrigeration  of  the  carcase  necessary. 

The  services  of  the  new  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Foods 
Laboratory  at  Thirsk,  were  sought  on  several  occasions,  for  verification 
of  diagnoses. 

3 tons  9 cwts.  2 qrs.  25  lbs.  of  meat  and  offals  were  found  to  be 
diseased  or  unsound  and  were  condemned  and  sent  for  processing,  much  of 
this  material  derived  from  the  I65  animals  slaughtered  in  emergency. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958. 

The  1st  Jvanuary,  I963  is  the  "Appointed  Day"  under  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1958  by  v/hich  time  all  private  slaughterhouses  must  be  brought  up  to 
standard. 

Plans  have  been  approved  in  respect  of  a further  2 existing  slaughter- 
houses and  work  is  expected  to  commence  early  in  I962. 

15  informal  notices  were  served  regarding  slaughterhouses  and  all 
were  complied  v/ith  during  the  year.

FOOD  ADD  DRUGS  ACT , 1933  . 


1.  There  are  II8  food  premises  in  the  district,  comprising  11 
butchers  shops,  ^3  grocers  end  greengrocers,  11  catering  premises, 

^5  licensed  premises  of  ’..'hich  one  is  not  in  use  ov;ing  to  inability 
to  comply  v/ith  requirements,  and  6 fried  fish  shops.  All  the  prern- 
ises  have  mains  v/ater  available, 

2.  Six  butchers  premises  are  registered  for  sausage  making  etc., 
eight  dairies  are  registered  for  sale  of  bottled  milk,  all  of  v/hich  is 
designated. 

3,  Forty-seven  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  Ice  Cream 
premises,  23  to  dairies  and  113  to  other  food  preparing  premises, 
during  the  year.  Extensive  improvements  have  been  made  to  some  lic- 
ensed houses  as  a result  of  informal  action. 

4,  No  education  courses  in  hygienic  methods  v;ere  run,  there  being 
insufficient  staff  to  do  so.  Such  education  must  be  limited  to  personal 
instruction  during  routine  visits  and  distribution  of  posters  etc, 

5.  All  condemned  meat  and  offals  are  disposed  of  by  digestion  in 
a modern  privately  owned  plant.  Other  foods  of  v/hich  normally  only 
small  quantities  are  condemned,  are  disposed  of  by  burying  in  the 
Council's  tip. 

6.  There  have  been  no  special  inspections  of  large  consignments 
or  stocks  of  food  during  the  year, 

7,  No  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  in 
this  district;  there  are  ^1  premises  retailing  pre-packed  Ice  Cream, 

8,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1933  " 1936, 

Some  progress  v/as  made  in  bringing  premises  into  line  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulations.  It  is  difficult  to  carrj^  out  a pro- 
gramme of  modernisation  of  food  premises  v/ith  the  existing  staff  of 
only  two  public  health  inspectors  together  with  their  responsibilities 
for  so  many  other  branches  of  public  health  work,  all  of  which  tend  to 
increase. 


40  lbs.  of  tinned  foods  v/ere  inspected  at  the  request  of  canteen 
and  shop  managers,  the  food  being  condemned  and  disposed  of  by  burial  in 
the  Council's  tip. 

113  visits  were  made  to  School  Canteen  and  other  food  preparing 
premises,  and  in  general,  conditions  v/ere  found  to  be  satisfactory* 

Milk. 


There  are  no  milk  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district  and  no 
milk  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  23  visits  were  made  to  retailer 
premises. 
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Bakehouses. 


15  visits  have  been  paid  to  5 bakehouses  in  the  district  and  they 
have  been  satisfactory.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

Rat  and  Mice  Destruction. 

The  work  on  rat  destruction  is  proceeding  sraoothly,  which  is  in 
some  measure  due  to  the  co-operation  of  the  occupiers  of  land,  business 
concerns  and  private  disinfestation  firms,  v/ho  are  operating  in  a few  places 
in  the  district.  Sewer  infestations  were  found  to  be  light  and  refuse  tips 
which  are  regularly  attended  to,  are  not  allowed  to  become  seriously  infested 

Infestations  at  Huby  were  dealt  with  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  as  a result  of  outbreaks  of  Fowl  Pest.  It 
was  feared  that  the  rats  would  leave  the  area  and  carry  infection  with  them. 
The  action  was  effective  and  resulted  in  a large  kill  of  rats. 

In  general  rather  more  rats  were  observed  this  v/inter  than  last  and 
more  complaints  of  rats  resorting  to  agricultural  buildings  were  received 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  The  quiet  'reather  of  that  winter 
possibly  resulted  in  more  rats  surviving  in  the  open  than  usual. 

Insect  Pests. 


A few  premises  were  treated  after  complaints  of  infestations  by  cock- 
roaches. Several  houses  were  treated  for  infestations  of  cluster  flies  which 
had  hibernated  in  the  roof  spaces  and  emerged  in  large  numbers  in  the  first 
warm  days  in  Spring.  Prevention  by  spraying  of  the  roof  spaces  in  Autumn 
would  be  better  than  atterapted  cure  when  the  flies  are  already  on  the  wing. 

Caravan  Act,  i960. 

There  were  17  residential  and  11  holiday  type  caravans  stationed  in 
the  District  during  I96I.  Negotiations  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  will 
reduce  these  nimibers  somewhat  as  tv;o  multiple  sites  may  be  closed  down. 

Improvement  Grants. 


There  v;as  a steady  flov/  of  applications  for  grant  aid  during  the  year 
and  there  was  no  reduction  in  the  amount  of  supervision,  plans,  interviews 
and  practical  v/ork  for  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  In  addition  there  were 
many  enquiries  by  intending  purchasers  of  older  properties. 

Grants  totalling  £10,384.  0.  0.  v;ere  approved  and  £5,96?.  0.  0.  paid 
out  for  v/ork  completed  in  I96I. 

Building  Regulations. 

New  house  building  continued  at  an  increased  rate  and  30  plans  for  new 
houses  were  approved  under  the  Regulations  during  the  year.  23  private  enter 
pi'is0  houses  were  completed  and  13  were  unfinished  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
many  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  being  necessary  to  each  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  Building  Regulations.
